At the crisp crack of the starting gun on 
a cold February morning at The Pas, “North 
of 53”, the many teams of barking, burly 
“Huskies” are off. Their destination - a 50 
mile lap over a rugged trail, facing fierce 
winds and biting cold. 

How many days does this go on? Three 
days for a total of 150 miles. They start at 
10:00 A.M. each day with the lead teams ret¬ 
urning about 2:30 P.M. The best total time 
for the three days is declared the “World 
Champion Musher”. 

Mushers come from all parts of the north 
and occasionally from the USA. Some “mush” 
as far as 100 miles to the nearest railway in 
order to get to The Pas for this great event. 

The prize money has always been good 
and this year being Manitoba’s Centennial 
we intend to make the prizes even more att¬ 
ractive. The winner receives in addition to 
the money, a beautiful bronze trophy pres¬ 
ented by Labatts Brewery since 1960. 

This being Manitoba’s Centennial year, 
lets reflect for a moment. 

The Pas “Dog Derby” was started in 1916 
and continued until 1931. In 1948 the first 
annual Northern Manitoba Trappers’ Festival 
was held and has continued since with the 
Dog Race, the feature attraction of the Fest¬ 


ival. The winners of each race are given 
below:

The above are the winners of the long 
distance endurance races. In 1926, 1927 and 
1928 lap races were held with Emile St. God¬ 
ard winning each year. In 1948, the first year 
of the Trappers’ Festival, Jack Heard won 
the 20-mile Freight Race which was the feat¬ 
ure race of the year. 

The organization of the World Champ¬ 
ionship Dog Derby has involved hundreds of 
citizens of The Pas (to numerous to ment¬ 
ion here) over the years. Since 1963 the Kin¬ 
smen Club of The Pas has had the honor of 
piloting this major event of the Festival. Here 
is a brief look at the planning that goes into 
the start and finish of the “Derby”. First 
there is the initial Committee meetings to 
prepare budgets, flags, banners, jackets, arr¬ 
ange accomodation for the mushers, radios 
for patrol vehicles, entry forms etc. A meet¬ 
ing is held early in the year with the Fest¬ 
ival executive to obtain approval of the bud¬ 
gets, race start area, general course layout; 
and to present recommendations for improve- 
emnt that may have come from the previous 
vear 

Preparation of the race course is started 
early in the new year. Bombardiers from local 
“resources” are used to pack the 50 mile 
loop. Approval has to be obtained from some 
50 farmers to cross their fields, c*it fences, 
fill ditches etc. 

At the start area, posts have to be frozen 
into the river ice and shoots are formed with 
snow. 

The day before the great “Race” the 
committee check all entries, tag and record 
the description of each dog on all teams com¬ 
peting. Each musher is carefully briefed on 
the rules and is made to feel welcome to the 
FsstivaL 

And hence, the opening day with the us¬ 
ual opening ceremony and then the crack of 
a rifle at 10:00 A.M. and the World Champ¬ 
ionship Dog Derby is off. 

Then three hectic days for committee me¬ 
mbers who assist the mushers at the starting 
lines, patrol the course during the race, han¬ 
dle the official timing and assist the mushers 
at the end of each day with their teams. 

The second and third day of the Festi¬ 
val comprise of the 25 mile Freight Race and 
30 mile Junior Race. Although they are con¬ 
sidered to be lesser events, the involvement 
for the committee is basically the same or 
more. 

The third day winds up with a banquet 
for all the participating mushers and the com¬ 
mittee, sponsored by Labatts. Then the win¬ 
ners are escorted to the Festival Highlights 
staged at the Arena for the prize awards. 

The following day sees the committee 
back out on the course, recovering banners 


and flags, repairing fences discussing the pro¬ 
blems encountered over the past three days 
and unconsciously making recommendations 
for next year.

A CENTENNIAL FEATURE by HUGH JOHNSTON 

A Brief History Of The Dog Derby 

From The Scrap Book of Roy H. Johnson 


The Trappers’ Festival goes back to the 
year 1915 and a handful of dog lovers who ar¬ 
gued the worth of the Northern Husky dog. 
One day in 1915 a group of oldtimers got to¬ 
gether at the old Opasquai hotel to talk about 
the possibilities of staging a competitive dog 
race. Northern Manitoba in those early days 
was ideal for developing racing dogs. In fact 
Northern Manitoba dogs in years to come 
were to be regarded as world beaters. 

The object of the first race was to develop 
a finer breed of sled dog and to call attention 
to the outside world the fact that Northern 
Manitoba was rich in mining and natural re¬ 
sources. 

The first annual race, in 1916 was formul¬ 
ated by Grant Rice, editor of The Pas Herald 
of that era. 

In the race of 1920, Walter Goyne, who was 
bom in Ruby, Alaska, made history when he 
came out of the frozen hinterland of Alaska 
to compete in the early Le Pas Dog Derby. 

When Mr. Goyne arrived in The Pas that 
day many years ago, he discovered that all 
the local mushers were using an old style 
toboggan for racing, with their dogs hitched 
in tandem style. 

Goyne brought with him the famous Alas¬ 
kan dog sled with his dogs hitched in the 
now famous Alaskan hitch, that is, dogs are 


two abreast with the leader centering the team 
in front. 

Northern Manitobans of that era were quite 
skeptical of Goyne’s sled and “new” hitch and 
in fact gave him little chance of winning that 
race of 1920. But when the race was over, and 
Goyne had won by an easy margin, the skep¬ 
tics were forced to eat humble pie. 

Today Goyne’s Alaskan hitch and sled is 
being used by all famous mushers in Northern 
Manitoba, the East and the St. Paul Winter 
Carnival whose dog races date back to 1889. 

The race of 1920 which Goyne won with 
ease, will always be remembered as one of the 
Northland’s greatest. Consider the fact that 
Goyne had a crippled foot which forced him 
to ride on the sleigh more than his rivals 
thought best in a long gruelling non stop race. 
You see unlike today’s race, which is 150 miles, 
broken up into three daily 50 mile laps, in 
Goyne's time it was 140 miles to Cranberry 
Portage or Flin Flon and back non-stop. 

Another item Goyne introduced to the 
North was the parka. Before he came to The 
Pas the parka was unheard of. 

It was while he was visiting at the home 
of Mrs. E.W. Bridges that the parka was first 
introduced as the only type of winter clothing

to adequately protect the upper part of the 
body from the freezing winds of the Northland. 
Mrs. Bridges took Goynes parka and using it 
as a model she made smaller replicas for her 
own children, one of whom later made a great 
name for himself in dog racing in The Pas derb¬ 
ies and those staged in the east. His name Earl 
Bridges. 

Today the parka is a standard part of 
every northerner’s winter wardrobe. 

After Goyne’s first big win in 1920, he had 
one ambition namely to win the race three 
times thus receiving the Derby Cup. In 1921, he 
entered again but was forced out when his 
13 year old lead dog failed him. Ironically that 
was his last race locally. 


In the fall of 1922 Walter Goyne was drow¬ 
ned in Moose Lake. The man who found Goyne’s 
body was another well known Northern figure, 
the late Tom Lamb of The Pas. 

When Goyne’s body arrived at i he Pas, The 
Pas Herald records the incident as follows: “It 
was a silent procession up Fischer Avenue . . . 
and many town dogs fell in with Goyne’s pups. 
Not a bark or growl was heard, it seemed 
as if the four footed animals stood the mean¬ 
ing of the procession.” Man’s best friend? You 
bet. 

In scanning back over some of the high¬ 
lights of previous derbies we note that in 1950 
a team of 8 Eskimo dogs from Maguse River, 
Northwest Territories was brought in to be

driven by Frank B. Martin of Churchill. The 
dogs were to be fed whale meat which also was 
brought in. 

In the 195?. race which was run from The 
Pas to Cranberry Portage and return the entire 
course was covered by bombardiers, sound tr¬ 
ucks and specially equipped movie trailers to 
record the race. 16 loudspeakers were placed at 
strategic locations around town to flash the 
latest results to the populace. The race had to 
get underway a day earlier due to the funeral 
of King George VI. 

In 1954 the race was cut down to its pre¬ 
sent 150 miles, 50 mile daily laps. The mem¬ 
orial cup which on it is inscribed the names of 
Goyne and Grant Rice was presented to The 
Pas Dog Derby Association by A.L. Mattes in 
1923, another dog lover. The Pas Dog Derby 
enjoyed sixteen years of successful competition 
before it ended in 1931. In that year’s race, 
Earl Bridges, a local youth wound up his rac¬ 
ing career by winning the big event against 
such famous names as Emile St. Godard, 
“Shorty” Russick, and Sam Pranteau. Bridges 
won the Grant Rice - Walter Goyne trophy as 
he had won the two pervious races thus en¬ 
abling him to cop the prize that all mushers 
had dreamed of. 

Dog racing lay dormant for the next 16 
years until it’s revival in 1947, the start of the 
Trappers’ Festival. 

Racing in the old days was quite a bit 
tougher than today’s style. Oldtim racers still 
recall having to go over unbroken trails, carry¬ 
ing their own grub and having to rest on the 
trail with the chance of another musher passing 
them by. They carried tea or coffee usually in 
old whiskey bottles to quench their thirst and 
give needed energy. Courses then were so 
tough on the dog’s feet that they made small 
moccasins to put on the dog’s feet to keep 
them from being cut by the hard packed 
snow. 

The oldtimers themselves, took their rests 
by bedding down in some high-wind protected 
snow bank or sheltered bush to nap before con¬ 
tinuing with the grueling grind of a 150 mile 
non stop race.

Today, mushers have no worries about 
bedding their dogs or themselves as these 
arrangements are all taken care of by the 
Trappers Festival organization. And of cou¬ 
rse the race is split up into three laps. This 
makes for a smoother, faster race which is 
much easier on man and beast 

The first two races of the old dog derby 
days were run over an unbroken cross¬ 
country course from The Pas to Nipawin, 
Saskatchewan, by way of Cumberland Lake, 
150 miles non stop. Later the course was 
changed to The Pas to Herb Lake some 160 
miles non stop return. In the twenties the 
course was again changed this time 200 miles 
non stop to Flin Flon and back. This course 
lasted until the dog races of that era ceased 
in 1931. Many mushers of that era, strangers 
to the North Country, were lost on the trail 
but somehow always managed to find their 
way back. 

Old timers recall one of the early mush¬ 
ers who came from Nome Alaska, Len Sap- 
alla veteran musher and Alaskan champion 
who became the only man in The Pas Derby 
to use a team comprised entirely of Malemu- 
tes. The only woman to compete in the early 
Derbies was Miss Ida Carriere of Cumberland 
House. She didn’t win any prizes but she 
finished the grueling course.

race. Prantau also won the speed race in 1953 
and again in 1954. 

Last year for the second time in two 
years Alex Cook of Brochet, breezed to vict¬ 
ory over second place finisher Franklin Carr¬ 
iere of Cumberland House. Cook is the hold¬ 
er of the fastest time of 4 hours, nine min¬ 
utes, 2 seconds set in 1968 . The highlights 
of last year’s race was the photo finish in 
the seepnd lap between Carriere and John

Calvert led by a head but his lead 
dog bolted at the line giving Carriere the 
second place finish by a nose or one second 
lap time. 

Stephen Pranteau comes from a hardy, 
tn'e-North clan. His father, old Sam Pranteau 
who wi'i always be remembered as the one 
giving the most towards the success of the 
Dog Racing in Northern Manitoba, raced in 
the old days of Le Pas Dog Derbies, while his 
father’s twin brother “Toeless” Joe Pranteau 
made quite a name for himself in the Jigg¬ 
ing competitions. 

While still boys the Pranteau brothers 
showed their amazing stamina and courage. 
In February of 1887 at Horse Island at the 
Northern tip of Lake Winnipegosis a Booth 
Fisheries clerk asked the boys to deliver a 
letter to Norway House some 130 miles north. 
They mushed north all right, but on the way 
back ran into a fierce blizzard later to be 
called “the big blow of 87”, and were snow¬ 
bound on the trail for several days in 65 deg¬ 
rees below zero weather. When they event¬ 
ually made it home Joe had to be carried 


inside as his feet were frozen. Later his toes 
dropped off one by one. Although the doct¬ 
ors wanted to amputate, Joe put his faith 
in medicine men and kept his feet and later 
years became a toeless dancer.

Last July Mr. Waller passed on the property 
and museum to be held in perpetuity by The 
Town. The present building seen here having 
outlived it’s usefulness, the Rotary Club and 
kindered organizations decided to build a larger 
modern building which is The Pas’ Manitoba 
Centennial Project for 1970. 

When finished and the grounds landscaped, 
it will continue its work as a mecca for collect¬ 
ors and enthusiasts.

Kinsmen Beard Growing Contest 


The first beard growing contest spon¬ 
sored by the Kinsmen Club of The Pas was a 
challenge to the other local service clubs to 
determine who could grow the best beard 
for the 1964 Trappers’ Festival. A trophy 
was donated by Hayne’s Barber Shop and 
Kinsmen George Henderson had no difficulty 
winning it. 

Interest in beards seemed to be growing 
and the Kinsmen again challenged the other 
local service clubs to a beard growing con¬ 
test, the competition to begin January 1, 1967, 
and the winner to be selected at theTrappers’ 
Festival. 

Trophies for the Trappers’ Festival were 
donated by the Kinsmen in 1967, 1968, and 
in 1969, with prize money being added in 
1969.
